THE NEW REGIMEN. 


Inauguration of Grover Oleveland 
as President of the United States. 








The Ceremonial Somewhat Curtailed by 
the Prevalence of a Violent 
Snow Storm—The Grand 
Inaugural Parade, 





The Inauguration, 
WASHINGTON, March 5.—Grover Cleveland is 
again president of the United States. He was 
inaugurated a few minutes after 1:30 yesterday 
in the presence of a vast multitude of people 
gathered from all parts of the country. The 
oath of office was administered by Chief Justice 
Fuller, supreme judge of the bighest tribunal 
inallthis broad land. It was a bleak and 
dreary day for such a ceremony, but all the 
torrents of the weather did not avail to keep 
away from the capitol the crowds of visitors 
who fora week have been flocking into the 
city to witness this culminating act of the 
democratic grand triumph. 





President Grover Cleveland. 

The platform at the east end of the capitol 
where the inauguration ceremony was per- 
formed was covered with snow, that was blown 
hither and thither into disagreeable drifts by 
a wind that sent chills into the crowds. Butno 
one would remain away for that. And so the 
great crowd which began to gather early staid 
through to the end—a mass of chilled and shiv- 
ering, but determined and undaunted human- 
ity. 

The wait for the dignitaries to arrive and the 
ceremonies to begin was long and tedious. The 
inclemency of the weather delayed the pro- 
ceedings of the day to a great extent and 
caused the entire omission of small parts of 
the programme. But finally the patience 
of the crowd was rewarded. Not long 
after noon the murmur of expectation 
that passed through the crowd increased as 
the party approached the capitol.._The murmur 
increased asthe first men of the land drew 
nearer, and grew and swelled at last into a 
mighty uproar as they stopped before the plat- 
form. With a heroism characteristic of the 
man, Mr. Cleveiud tad deternimed tb ‘be in- 
augurated in the open air. 





Vice-President Adlai E. Stevenson. 
It was 1:30 by the rightful time when the 


presidential party arrived on the stand. The 
first was Mrs. Cleveland. alert and smiling 
as usual; with her mother, Mrs. Perrine, 
with Chairman Norris of the reception com- 
mittee. Behind her trooped the Stevenson 
party with its numerous bevy of fresh-faced 
girls. The crowds recognized Mrs. Cleveland 
at first view. and shouted loudly and long. 

The snow of the morning had ceased to fall, 
but the wind was shifting to the northwest 
whence came a cutting, icy blast, straight from 
Nova Scotia. The norther caught the snow 
and blew it in blinding clouds into the crowd. 

Finally Marshall Dan Ransdell appeared at 
the door with his brother marshall of the su- 
preme court. After them came ex-Vice-Presi- 
dent Morton, bareheaded and obviously catch- 
ing cold. Then the supreme court, except Jus- 
tice Field. whoisin far too feeble health for 
such exertions. Then sergeants-at-arms and 
various committees and then the president and 
president-elect, Mr. Harrison leaning upon Mr. 
Cleveland's right arm. Then came the secre- 
taries and then heads of departments. 





The Inaugural Address. 


My FELLOW-CITIZENS:—In accordance with 
the mandate of the people of my country Iam 
about to dedicate myself to their service under 
the sanction ef a solemn oath. Deeply moved 
by the expression of confidence and personal 
attachment which has called me to this service, 
Jam sure my gratitude can make no better re- 
turn than the pledge I now give before God and 
these witnesses of unreserved and complete 
devotion to the interests end welfare of those 
who have honored me. 

I deem it fitting on this occasion. while indi- 
cating the opinions I hold concerning public 
questions of present importance, to also briefly 
refer to the existence of certain conditions and 
tendencies among our people which seem to 
menace the integrity and usefulness of their 

overnment. 

: While every American citizen must contem- 
plate with the utmost pride and enthusiasm 
the growth and expansion of our country, the 
sufficiency of our institutions to stand against 
the rudest shocks of violence, the wonderful 
thrift aud enterprise of our people, and the 
demonstrated superiority of our free govern- 
ment. it behooves us to constantly. watch for 
every symptom of — infirmity that 
hreatens our nationa or. 

‘ The strong man who, in the confidence of 
sturdy health, courts:the sternest activities of 
life and rejoices in the hardihood of constant 
labor, may still have lurking near his vitals 
the unheeded disease that dooms him to sud- 
den collapse. It can not be doubted that our 
stupendous achievements as 4 people~and our 
country’s robust strength have given rise to S| 
heedlessness of those laws governing our na- 
tional health. which we can no more evade than 
human life can escape the laws of God and na- 


ture. 

Manifestly nothing is more vital to our su- 
premacy as a nation and te the beneficient ant 
poses of our government than a sound = 
stable currency. Its exposure to degradation 
should.at once arouse to activity the ee 
lightened statesmanship; and the Genet Me 
deprecation in the purchasing power 0 ; 
wages paid to toil should furnish the sironges 
incentive to prompt and conservative caut ms 

In dealing with our nt embarrassing 
situation, as related to this subject, we will be 
wise if we temper our confidence and agen - 
our national strength and. resources 
the frank concession that even these

and veneration. It perverts the sentiment of 
our countrymen and tempts them toa pitiful 
calculation of the sordid gain to be derived 
from their government's maintenance. It un- 
dermines the self-reliance of our people and 
substitutes in its place dependence upon gov- 
ernmental favoritism. It stifles the spirit of 
true Americanism and stupefies every en- 
nobling trait of American citizenship. 

The lessons of paternaiism ought to be un- 
learned, and the better lesson taught that while 
they patriotically and cheerfully empbest their 
government, its support .does not include the 
support of the people. The acceptance of this 
principle leads to a refusal of bounties which 
burden the labor and thrift of a portion of our 
citizens to ald ill-advised or languish- 
ing enterprises in which they have no 
concern, It leads also to a challenge 
of wild and reckless pension expen- 
diture, Which overleaps the bounds of grate- 
ful recognition of patriotic service and prosti- 
tutes to vicious uses the people's prompt and 
generous —- to aid those disabled in their 
countrv's defense 

Every thoughtful man must realize the im- 
portance of checking at its beginning any ten- 
dency in public or private station, to regard 
frugality and economy as virtues which we may 
safely outgrow. The toleration of this idea re- 
sults in. the waste of the people’s money by 
their chosen servants, and encourages srodtank: 
ity and extravagance in the home life of our 
countrymen. 

Under our scheme of government the waste 
of | py money isa crime against the citizen, 
and the contempt of our — for economy 
and frugality in their personal affairs deplora- 
bly saps the strength and sturdiness of our na- 
tional character. 

It is a plain dictate of honesty and good gov- 
ernment that public expenditure should be 
limited by public necessity, and that this should 
be measured by the rules of strict economy; 
and it is equally clear that frugality among the 
people is the best guaranty of a contented and 
strong support of free institutions. 

One mode of the misappropriation of public 
funds is avoided when appointments to office, 
instead of being the rewards of partisan activ- 
ity, are awarded to those whose efficiency prom- 
ises a fair return of work for the compensation 
paid tothem. To secure the fitness and com- 
petency of appointees to office, and to remove 
from political action the demoralizing madness 
for spoils, civil-service reform has founda place 
in our public policy and laws. The benefits al- 
ready gained through this instrumentality and 
the further usefulness it promises, entitle it to 
the hearty support and encouragement of all 
who desire to see our public service well per: 
ee oreo, boa for the Me son polit.

‘The existence of immense aggregations of 
kindred enterprises and combinations of busi- 


ness interests formed for the  pur- 
pose of limiting production and fixing 
prices is inconsistent with the 


fair field which ought to be open to every 
independent activity. Legitimate strife in 
business should not be superseded by an en- 
forced concession to the demands of combina- 
tions that have the power to destroy; nor 
should the peonle to he served lose the benefit 
of cheapness which usually results from whole- 


some competition. ‘these aggregations 
and combinations constitute conspira- 
cies against the interests of the  peo- 


ple, and in all their phases they 
gre unnatural and opposed to our American 
sense of fairness. To the extent that they can 
be reached and restrained by federal power. 
the general government should relieve our citi- 
zens from their interference and exactions. 

Loyalty to the principles upon which our 
government rests positively demands that 
the equality before the law which it 
guarantees to every citizen should be 
justly and in good = faith conceded 
in all | abe of the land. The enjoyment of this 
right follows the badge of citizenship wherever 
found, and unimpaired by race or color, it ap- 
peals for recognition to American manliness 
and fairness. 

Our relations with the Indians located with- 
in our border impose upon us responsibilities 
we cannot escape. Humanity and consistency 
require us to treat them with forbearance. and 
in our dealings with them to _ honestly 
and considerately regard their rights 
and interests. Every effort should be made to 
lead them through the paths of civilization and 
education to self-supporting and independent 
citizenship. In the meantime, as the nation’s 
wards, they should be promptly defended against 
the cupid Wy of designing men and shielded 
from every influence or temptation that retards 
their advancement. 

The people of the United States have decreed 
that on this day the control of their govern- 
ment in its legislative and executive branches 
shall be given to a political party pleded in 
the most positive terms to the accomplishment 
of tariff reform. They have thus determined 
in favor of a more just and equitable system of 
federal taxation. The agents they have chosen 
to carry out their purposes are bound by their 
promises, not less than by the command of their 
masters, to devote themselves unremittingly to 
this service. 

While there should be no surrender of princi- 
ple, our task must te undertaken wisely and 
without vindictiveness. Our mission is not 

unishfnent, but the rectitication of wrongs. 

f, in lifting burdens from the daily life of our 
people, we reduce inordinate and unequal ad- 
vantages too long enjoyed, this is but a neces- 
sary incident to our return to right and jus- 
tice. If we exact from unwilling minds acqui- 
escence in the theory of honest distribu- 
tion of the fund of governmental beneficence 
treasured up for all, we but insist upon a prin- 
ciple which underlies our free institutions. 
When we tear aside the delusions and miscon- 
ceptions which have blinded our countrymen to 
their condition under vicious tariff laws, we but 
show them how far they have been led away 


from the ths of contentment and  pros- 
perity. hen we proclaim that the 
necessity for revenue to support the

govereieeet furnishes the only 
or taxi the le, we announce a truth 
s0 plain that its denial would seem to indicate 
the extent to which judgment may be influenced 
by familiarity with perversions of the taxation 
power; and when we seek to reinstate the self- 
confidence and business enterprise of our citi- 
zens, by discrediting an abject independence 
upon governmental favor. we strive to stimulate 
these elements of American character whith 
support the hope of American achievement. 
ixiety for the redemption of the pledges 
which my party has e,and solicitude for 
the complete justification of the trust the peo- 
ple have reposed in us, constrain me to remind 
those with whom I am to co-operate that we 
can succeed in doing the work which has been 
especially set before us only by the most sin- 
harmonious and disinterested effect. 
Even if insuperable obstacles and opposition 
revent the consummation of our task. we shall 
rdly be excused; and if failure can be traced 
to our fault and neglect we may be sure the 
people will hold us to a swift and exacting ac- 
countability. 
The oath I now take to preserve, protect and 
defend the constitution of the United States, , 
not only impressively defines the great re- 


sponsibility I assume, but suggests obedience 
to constitutional commands as the rule 
by which my. official conduct must

Mr. Cleve- 
land e no other emphasis to his remarks 
than dérived from the emphatic tone and de- 
termine nod of the head with which he at 
times stated the more forcible passages of his 
oration, He spoke without notes and turned 
from oné@ part of the assembled crowd to the 
other, sometimes addressing the multitude in 
frént of the stand and then again turning to 
the side and addressing himself more particu 
larly to the people on the stand. 

In the ¢onfusion «used by the crowding, lack 
of observance of the arrangements made and 
the wing, it was impossible for persons within 
forty feet of Mr. Cleveland to hear his remarks 
from beginning tw end. 


Taking the Oath. 


At thec¢onclusion of his remarks Mr. Cleve- 
land tutfaed around to the chief justice, who 
was attired in the robes of his office, to take the 
oath prescribed ty the constitution. Chief- 
Justice Fuller and the other persons near to the 
president removed their hats, and with bared 
heads listened to the taking of the oath of 
office, which was pronounced by Chief-Justice 
Fuller in a clear voice, Mr. Cleveland assenting 
to it by bowing his head and kissing the Bible 

The owth of office taken by the president is 
the constitutional oath and reads as follows: 

“Ido selemnly swear that I will faithfully 
execute the office of president of the United 
States, and will, to the best of my ability, pro- 
tect and defend the constitution of the United 
States.'’ +s 

The Bible used in the ceremony was given 
President Cleveland by his mother forty-nine 
years ago. It was brought to the capitol by 
Edwin F, Beeth. of Michigan, and delivered to 
Mr. James McKinny, clerk of the supreme 
court, with a message from Don M. Dickinson, 
stating it was Mr. Cleveland's wish that the 
chief justice use the book in the ceremonies. 

After the delivery of the inaugural address 
President Cleveland and ex-President Harrison 
retired*o the chamber, repairing at once to 
Mr. Morton's private room. Here a lunch was 
ready. After the lunch and a few minutes 
spent in chatting with those present, Mr. 
Cleveland end Mr. Harrison emerged from the 
room. Asthey buttoned up their coats and 
started toward the basement stairs, Mr. Har- 
rison said to Mr. Cleveland, laughing: ‘We 
will goto the White House and turn things 
over to you,” and the two central figures of 
yesterday's American quadrennial exhibition 
tripped as lightly as boys down the marble 
stairway and gained their carriage. 

The troops. who had been stamping their 
feet endeavoring to keep warm, formed in line, 
and it 2:.4o’clock, and after the usual riding 
about of the orderlies, the line of procession 
was started, Gen. McMahon, grand marshal, 
leadin 729) way, followed by his staff. At the 
‘senate Wig ot the capitol the marshal and his 
aides halted until President Cleveland and Mr. 
Harrison could enter carriages and take their 
places in the line of procession. 

The guns at Fort Myer, at Washington bar- 
racks andat thenavy yard thundered outa 
peal of salute when Mr. Harrison left the 
White House, and again when President Cleve- 
land took the oath of office. 

The 15,000 souls, more or less. patiently waited 
the approach of the presidential party to the 
reviewing stand in the grounds of the White 
House, and probably will never forget the 
experiences of the day. <A hearty cheer greeted 
Mr. Cleveland’s appearance on the reviewing 
stand, and the shouts redoubled as he took his 
place in the conspicuous projection of the 
structure. where he stood during the parade. 
He was soon followed by Mrs. Cleveland, Mrs. 
Stevenson, Mrs. Lamont and the other ladies 
who had been with the presidential party all 
day. They came ata moment when the crowd 
was interested in the passing troops, and their 
presence was unnoticed. The president ap- 
peared before the multitude, and while the 
cheers were yet sounding in his honor an aide 
of the grand marshal, stationed opposite the re- 
viewing stand, galloped at full speed down 
Pennsylvunia avenue and gave the signal for 
the march to be resumed. 








The Procession. 


The bugles sounded ‘Forward, march," the 
officers repeated their commands and the line 
of march was again taken upfrom the point 
where the head of the column had halted, op- 
posite the treasury department. 

Mr. Cleveland saluted the national flag when 
it passed him. He also bowed to_ personal 
friends in the parade. He stood on the stand 
in the face of the howling wind, not seeming 
to mind the cold and the waves of drifted snow 
that were whirled in his face. His overcoat 
was buttoned tightly about his throat. During 
ithe whole time the parade was passing Mr. 
Cleveland stood in one position ‘and carefully 
scanned the lines of marching men. 

A huge white blanket was sent out shortly 
after the procession began passing, under the 
folds of which Vice-President Stevenson and 
Chairman Harrity made themselves compara- 
tively comfortable. Towards evening the la- 
dies of the party retired from the stand and 
did not return. 

But the enthusiasm of the multitude in the 
vicinity of the reviewing stand was not half 
vented until Gen. Fitzhugh Lee made his ap- 
pearance at the head of the third division. The 
ovation that had been given all along the route 
of the parade, apparently reached its highest 
point as he saluted the new president. Cheer 
followed cheer, and the throng on the stand 
joined in the demonstration. The shouts were 
taken up with renewed vigor when the presi- 
dent returned Gen. Lee’s salutation, and long 
after the ex-governor had passed the echo of 
cheers in his honor came to those of the presi- 
dential party. 

When Gov. Peck of Wisconsin doffed his hat 
to the president renewed cheering greeted him. 

The first grand division passed the reviewing 
stand at 5:15 o'clock exactly. 

Gen. Josiah Porter, adjutant general of the 
national guard of the state of New York, with 
a mounted staff, rode at the head of the second 
grand division. One of the features of the pa- 
rade was the Tammany hall society of New 
York. Gov. Flower and staff, who rode in car- 
riages, were enthusiastically cheered all along 
the line. When the governor reached the press 
stand he responded to the applause which 
greeted him byrising in his carriage, lifting 
his hat and bowing a number of times. Again, 
as he passed the presidential stand. he stood 
erect in his carriage and bowed to the presi- 
dent, 

The shadows of night were beginning to fall 
when the Cleveland Democratic club of Buffalo 
passed the stand. Marching proud and erect, 
with their uniform black top coats and silk 
hats, they made an appearance that did credit 
to the president's home. Every head was bared 
as the contingent went by to the strains of 
“Annie Laurie.” 

The members of the Duckworth club of Cln- 
cinnati headed the procession with a company 
of regulars, and the members of the Young 
Men's Democratic club of New York brought 
their umbrellas to military attention and sa- 
luted the president as they went by the stand.

THE CABINET WORRY. 


Dissatisfaction Among the Old-Fashioned 
Democrats. 

From all accounts Mr. Cleveland 
does not seem to be having an alto- 
gether easy time in making up his list 
of cabinet appointments. The states- 
men whom he would like to appoint 
apparently fight shy of the honor, and 
the statesmen who are willing and 
whose friends are urging their claims 
are not such as he wants. The shyness 
of the first named has been attributed 
to the prevailing impression said to 
have been gathered from the experi- 
ence of cabinet ministers during his 
last administration that Mr. Cleveland 
is a hard man to get along with; that 
he is too much ‘‘the master,” and treats 
the members of his cabinet too much 
like schoolboys; that he is brusque in 
his manners and dictatorial in dealing 
with the details of public business in 
the departments. This may or may 
not be true. Whether true or not the 
fact remains, we believe, that his of- 
fers of cabinet positions have in so 
many instances been declined with 
thanks that he has become somewhat 
worried over the unexpected embar- 
rassments of the situation. The ac- 
ceptance of the portfolio of state by 
Judge Gresham, which is now general- 
ly credited, has undoubtedly brought 
some relief, but that appointment pro- 
vokes the criticism of many prominent 
persons who call themselves ‘‘old-fash- 
ioned democrats,” and do not believe 
in jumping new converts from the anx- 
ious set to the highest places in the 
synagogue. 

They even go so far as to say that 
Judge Gresham is not a democrat. And 
that raises the question: What: really 
isa democrat in these mixed and be- 
wildering times? That is, what test is 
there of genuine democracy except 
that a man voted for Mr. Cleveland in 
the late election? The platform adopt- 
ed at Chicago is certainly no test. The 
vote on the preliminary questions re- 
lating to the repeal of the silver pur- 
chase act shows that the promise of 
the platform on that subject meant 
nothing. A man may be on either side 
of that question without having his 
orthodoxy as a democrat disputed. In- 
deed, a majority of the representatives 
of the party in both branches of con- 
gress, with the promise of speedy re- 
peal staring them in the face from 
Chicago, calmly and deliberately voted 
against the first step in that direction. 
On the tariff question, which the na- 
tional convention made the leading 
issue of the campaign, there is notori- 
ously such wide divergence of views 
thata man may be for absolute free 
trade, or for the species of protection 
denounced in the platform as robbery 
and fraud, without losing his standing 
asademocrat. Soon the question of 
civil service, 2 man may be a mug- 
wump extremist or a bourbon spoils- 
man without affecting his democracy. 
The truth is, there is no real test for 
democracy except the vote for or 
against Cleveland. Gresham voted for 
Cleveland, and by that testis as good a 
democrat as Roger Mills. 

The pressure upon the president-elect 
for recognition from Iowa and IIlinois 
and other states on local grounds 
which set in so strongly immediately 
after clection has measurably subsid- 
ed. - But within the last week Connect- 
icut has risen up in an energetic way 
in the form of dcuble-leaded editorial 
articles in the New Haven Register, 
demanding a place in the cabinet on 
the ground thatit is the only New 
England state that voted for Cleveland, 
and, as New England is entitled to a 
cabinet place, it belongs of right to 
Connecticut. The Register does not 
name the Connecticut candidate, but 
as ex-Gov. Waller, since the campaign 
in which be denounced with so much 
vigor all monopolies and trusts, has 
turned his attention to gridironing the 
state with electric railroads, and as ex- 
Gov. Ingersoll would not take « cabi- 
net appointment, and ex-Senator Eaton 
is a Hill man and out of the question, 
and Prof. Baldwin has been provided 
for on the supreme bench, and 
“Bob” Vance has been appointed la- 
bor commissioner, and Editor Osborne 
himself already fills with grace and 
dignity a position of vastly greater use- 
fulness and importance than any polit 
ical office—all these being out of the 
way one name doubtless rises to all 
all lips—Banker Benedict, of Green- 
wich and Broad street and the steam 
yacht Oneida. Yes; he must be the man. 
And for the navv department, of 
course. Only that will appease Con- 
necticut. If we are wrong the Regis- 
ter will please say so. 

Meantime in all of this cabinet wor- 
ry it must be some relief to Mr. Cleve- 
land that Hoke Smith is disposed of 
and Georgia calmed. The pulling and 
hauling for and against Hoke of 
Georgia politicians, some of whom 
looked as if they had just stepped off 
the frontispiece of a blood and thunder 
dime novel, while others had so little 
hair on top and so much under the ehin 
that they had the phantasmagoric ef- 
fect of men with heads put on bottom 
vide 2p, must have added to Mr. Cleve- 
lands woiry a nightmare of uneom- 
mon power,—N. Y. Tribune. 


THE CRISP CONGRESS, 


A Democratic Kick Against Democratic 
Legislation. 

The Fify-second, congress is now 
within a few weeks of its close. It can- 
not aow improve its record as already 
made, though it may make it worse by 
passing several vicious measures that 
are still pending. 

In considering the record as it has 
been made, every demoerat who ex- 





humiliated. The only acts in which it 

is possible to feel satisfaction are the 

measures of tariff reform passed at 

the first session of the house. These 

failed in the senate, it is true, but the 
house is not responsible for that, and 
it is entitled to credit for its own 
work. 

After having made due allowance 
for the tariff bills, we recall nothing 
done by the Crisp congress that might 
not have been done by a house with a 
republican majority. Certainly there 
is nothing democratie in such meas- 
ures as the bill putting the grain and 
provision trade of the country under 
the control of the internal revenue 
bureau. McKinley might easily have 
drawn that bill and Reed might have 

consistently forced it through. It isa 
type of the work of the house as Mr. 

Crisp has organized and controlled it. 

The real democrats of the house have 
been so “‘turned down” that they are 
practically helpless against Mr. Crisp’s 
committee machinery. 

The appeal to the people which elect- 
ed this house and resulted in the choice 
of Mr. Crisp as speaker was made 
largely ou the score of economy in ap- 
propriations, yet the Crisp congress has 
actually made appropriations that, 
when the total is footed up, are ex- 
pected to exceed the extravagance of 
the billion-dollar congress. 

It has been said that these enormous 
totals are due to the necessity of mak- 
ing the appropriation for pensions 
cailed for by the administration, but 
the Crisp congress is barred from mak- 
ing such a plea of confession and 
avoidance by the fact that it has itself 
passed a pension bill very materially 
increasing the expense of pensions and 
in principle fully as bad as any pension 
bill passed by the Reed congress.—&t.

DECLARATIONS 





Of the Second Annual Tuske- 
gee Negro Conference, Held 
at Tuskegee, Ala.,Feb 21’93. 





The interest awakened by the 
Conference of last year and the 
practical results accomplished by it, 
lead us to believe in the wisdom of 
anannual gathering of the masses 
of the colored people who shall give 
to the public their own views as to 
the condition of the race, suggesting 
methods of improvement and reme- 
dies for existing evils. 

As the outcome of our Second 
Annual Conference, we make the 
following declarations. 

First—In our review of the past 
year we believe that progress has 
been made with refrence to the vital 
points put forth by the last Confer-— 
ence, especially in the effort to sup- 
plant the Mortgage System by the 
Cash System; in the purchase of 
property; the supplementing of the 
school funds by privite subscription 
and the building of better school 
houses; the greater care in the choice 
of teachers and preachers; the more 
considerate treatment of women, the 
making of religion a matter of daily 
living and the loosening of the cords 
of sectarian prejudice. 

Second—While we realize how 
much has been done for our race we 
are yet appalled by the vastness of 
the numbers who are still practical- 
ly untouched by any inspiring or up- 
lifting influences. 

Third—the un‘ertunate condition 
of the people manifests itse'f in the 
utter poverty of their surroundings; 
their homes are often mere hovels 
with a single room; their living is 
coarse and scant; the soil is poor; 
they are weighted down with accu- 
mulated debts; unplanted crops are 
mortgaged; the school runs fur three 
and a half months; a suitable school 
house is the exception; tha teacher 
as a rule is poorly fitted for his work; 
what has been said of the school 
house and teacher may as truly be 
said of the church and the preacher. 
Under these depressing cireumstan- 
stances immorality takes dep root 
and shows itself. in the form of in- 
temperance, gambling and _ lecse 
habits generally. 

Fourth—As remedies, in part for 
this state of things we would reaffirm 
the nine sugges:ions in declaration 
sixth oflast year.

Blouse Coats at $2.65. 


LINCOLN, March 10.—The legislative 
cominittee to investigate charges of 
cruelty to prisoners practiced by guards 
and attendants of the state penitentiary 
has made its report. They find that the 
most fiendish abuse of prisoners was 
indulged in. Men have been strung up 
by the thumbs until they fainted from 
exhaustion. Others have been hand- 
cuffed with their hands tied behind 
their backs with a rope, a loop of which 
passed aroun the neck with the other 
drawing the hands as high as_ possible. 

One prisoner, Abner Powell, froin 
Omaha, who was treated in this man- 
ner, died while in that pasition, and the 
committee practically finds that he was 
murdered, 

Other specifications show where men 
were beaten into insensibility by canes 
and clubs in the hands of guards for 
failure to do the tasks assigned, which 
their wretched physical condition ren- 
dered impossible. 

In two cases men were half killed for 
laughing at the guards when tricked 
by shamming prisoners. In another 
case a man who complained) that he was 
unable todo the amount of work re- 
quired of him was beaten insensible, 
then dragged tothe “solitary,” where 
he was strung up for several days, be- 
ing released but twice a day to relieve 
nature, 

In addition te these cruelties the food 
has been bad, and, in many cases. al- 
most rotten. The sanitary conditions 
imperfect and personal cleanliness im- 
possible. These stories have all been 
corroborated by prisoners who were un- 
able to enter into collusion in giving 
evidence, 

The committee’s report will create a 
big sensation, the above being mere out- 
lines of the testimony taken, 





HALL’S HARD. HITS. 
They Fell Short of the Mark Is Why Fitz- 
simmons Whipped Him. 

NEW ORLEANS, March 10.—It was an 
easy going fight for Fitzsimmons to 
knock Hall out, and it took less than 15 
minutes for him todo it. After three 
rounds in which both of the men got in 
some good licks and Hall bloodied Fitz- 
simmons’ face and flattened his nose, 
they caine up in the fourth, each with 


a determination to do some hard fight- 
ing, but Hall’s career was cut short al- 
most in the beginning of the round by 
ba blow from his antagonist landed on 
the jaw which knocked him flat on the 
floor, where he lay senseless for two 
ininutes, and some of his friends thought 
that he was killed. 

After some minutes he was brought 
around and awoke to consciousness to

Wrxterwoop, Ils., March 10.—The 
Democrats of this place raised a 100- 
foot hickory pole here last October to 
float a fine large flag upon and kept the 
flag there during the campaign. After 
the victory was won they concluded to 
leave the rope on the pole in order to 
float the flag March 4, but to their dis- 
may some persons cut the rope and 
pulled it down. To the surprise of 
everyone, however, two drummer boys, 
Ezra and Sullie Mahaney, Democrats, 
made a kite about 5 feet long and 3 feet 
wide which arose from the ground and 
floated with all the beauty of an eagle 
hundreds of feet above the pole. They 
were thus enabled to put the rope in a 
fork at the top of the pole and hoist the 
flag to its proper place, which they did 
amid great cheers and applause. At 
exactly 12 o’clock on March 4 the flag 
floated from the top of the pole, where 
it could be seen for many miles distant.

CURRENT TOPICS. 


THE NEWS IN BRIEF, 
FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 


Ir the senate,on the Ist, the report of the 
conference committee on the sundry civil till 
was presented, and led to a long financia) dis- 
cussion on the Sherman tond amendment with 
the result that the amendment was receded 
from by the senate...... In the house the ses- 
sion was consumed principally in considering a 
motion made by Mr. Hatch to suspend the rules 
and pass the anti-option bill, but the house de- 
cided, by a vote of yeas, 172, nays, 124, not to 
agree to Mr. Hatch’s motion—a two-thirds vote 
being necessary under a suspension of the rules. 

IN the senate, on the 2d. consideration of the 
post office bill was completed, the Indian ap- 
propriation bill was amended and adopted, and 
the deficiency (the last of the appropriation 
bills) was acted upon...... In the house the day 
was consumed in considering the sundry civil 
appropriation bill amid great confusion despite 
the speaker's efforts to preserve order. 

In the senate, on the 3d, conference reports 
on the legislative, the post office, the agricul- 
tural and the house appropriation bills were 
agreed to, and all the house bills on the calendar 
unobjected to were disposed of together with 
various other odds and ends of legislation....In 
the house the World's fair appropriation 
amendment to the sundry civil bill was rejected 
and the bill was returned to conference. 

IN the senate, on the 4th (session of the 3d 
continued), it was 11 o'clock before the meeting 
(adjourned until 9:30 a.m.) reassembled. Mr. 
Manderson occupied the chair, and at intervals 
attached his name to bills passed. Atout 1 
o’clock Vice-President Morton took his formal 
leave of the senate. and declared the Fifty-sec- 
ond congress adjourned. After the inaugural 
ceremonies the senate returned to its chamber, 
and the ordinary formality of waiting upon the 
new president by committee was gone through 
GUA «640 ac In the house, the closing ceremonies 
observed in due form, the house adjourned sine 
die. 

IN the senate. on the 6th.a message was re 
ceived from the president submitting for 
confirmation the names of the members of his 
cabinet, all of which were confirmed in ex- 
ecutive session, notification of which action 
was afterward sent to the president.” After a 
short session the senate adjourne duntil the 
9th. 








PERSONAL AND GENERAL. 





Tne ground upon which the town of 
Sandgate, England, is built, under- 
mined by the action of the waves of the 
sea, subsided several feet, on the night 
of the 4th, terrifying the inhabitants 
and driving them from their homes, 
and destroying 200 houses and damag- 
ing many more. : 

MEMBERS of the Cuban revolution- 
ary party in New York deny that there 
is to be ademonstration against Cuba. 

TROOPS were sent to Serra di Falco, 

Sicily, on the 6th, to preserve order 
during elections in progressthere. ‘he 
people in the town attacked the sol- 
diers in the streets with stones and 
knives. After three soldiers had been 
struck down the troops fired over the 
heads of the rioters, but without fright- 
ening them. Two volleys were then 
fired into the mob, and two men were 
instantly killed and many were wound- 
ed. 
On the 6th Mr. Cleveland sent to the 
senate the names of the members of his 
eabinet, all of whom were promptly 
confirmed by that body without a voice 
being raised in oppesition. 

THe Big Four switchmen on strike 
at Springfield, O., declared the strike 
off, on the 5th, and with a few excep- 
tions made application to be reinstated 
in their old places. 

THE Jower house cf the Prussian diet 

agreed, on the 6th, y a vote of 165 to 
96, to arbitrate upon the differences be- 
tween miners and mint-owners. 
In addressing the senate of Dublin 
university, on the 6th, Lord Ashbourne 
said he was convinced that if the home- 
rule bill should be passed Ireland would 
be thrown into a state of semi-bank- 
ruptey and civilwar. The senate vated 
to petition parliament against the 
passage of the biil. 





CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 





Tat ship State of Maine arrived 
at Seattle, Wash., on the 7th, 221 days 
from New York, after an exceedingly 
rough passage. 

Turk trial of ex-State Treasurer Wood- 
ruff, of Arkansas, has been set for April 
17. Three indictments are hanging 
over the ex-treasurer. 

Tue total number of names that will 
be stricken from the voting lists in 
Providence, Pawtucket, Woonsocket and 
Lincoln, R. I., unless proofs of naturali- 
zation are immediately forthcoming, 
will be in excess of 5,000. 

SEVENTY-ONE head of trotting stock 
passed under the hammer at the Wood- 
ard & Shanklin sale at Lexington, Ky., 
on the 7th, for $14,020, an average of 
$197 per head. 

Near Marshall, Mo., wheat has suf- 
fered much from cold weather, and the 
crop will no doubt be the shortest for 
years. 

Tur Arkansas Legislature has passed 
a resolution extending the session of 
the Legislature thirty days—April 9th. 
This action was absolutely necessary. 

SECKETARY CARLISLE assumed charge 
of the Treasury Department on the 7th, 
and found on hand $1,250,000 of free 
gold and a net balance of $25,500,000, of 
which $11,500,000 is in national bank 
depositaries and $11,000,000 in subsidiary 
coin and $50,000 in minor coins. 

Wa. Petit has sold his fine blue grass 
farm near Lexington, Ky., to R. P. Tod- 
aunter for $125 per acre. 

Ws. VLEET, while intoxicated snd 
alone in his desolate home at West 
Viains, Mo., was s!owly roasted to death 
on the 4th. He fell against a stove, and 
being unable to help himself, burned to 
death. 

ENGLAND has appropriated over $1,- 
090,000 for exhibits and has 300,000 feet 
of space at the World’s Fair, while the 
British colonies have 200,000 more. 

Apvices from Rio Grande do Sul are 
that the Federals have 1,000 armed men 
outside the city of San Ugenio. They 
propose to make a dash into the city. 

LATEST reports from the track of the 
cyclone which passed through Georgia 
on the 4th show it to have been the 
most disastrous, especially in the de- 
struction of property, ever known.
